Will the President and Supreme Court 
Ps Justices Be Exempt? 


RESULT OF RECENT INQUIRY ON THAT 
INTERESTING POINT.

Information d Far Gleaned Indicates 
the Salaries of the Chief Executive and 
Eupreme Jadges Cannot Be Taxed—A 
Cerefully Prepared Opinion by Chief 
Jastioe Taney Delivered in 1863—The 
Judiciary Independent of Congress— 
Washington Gossip. 


Wasninetor, Feb. 8.—One clause of the 
Federal consfitution provides that the com- 
pensation ofthe justices of the United States 
Supreme Court shall not be diminished dur- 


ing their tefms of office. The constitution | 


also declare} that the President's compensa- 
tion shall aot be increased or diminished 
during his term. 

In view of these constitutional provisions 
an inquiry has arisen as to the power of 
Congress te make an income tax applicable 
to these high officers of the Government. 

. The inquiry into this question has developed 
some interesting information, the tenor of 
which isthat the President and judiciary 
would beexempt from paying the tax. 

On Feb. 16, 1863, Chief Justice Taney of the 
fupreme Court wrote a carefully prepared 
letter to Seeretary Chase relative to the in- 
come war tax. This letter is on file among 
the records ofthe Clerk’s office of the Su- 
preme Court, The Chief Justice called at- 
tention tothe clause of the constitution re- 
ferred to and said of the income tax: 

The act in question, as you interpret it, 
diminishes the compensation of every Judge 
Sper cent, and if it can be diminished to 
that extent in the name of a tax it may in 


the same way be reduced from time to time 


at the pleasure of the legislature. The Ju- 
diciary is one of the thgee great departments 
of the Government created and established 
by the Constitution, Its duties and powers 
are specifically set forth and are of achar- 
acterthat requires ittobe perfectly inde- 
pendendent of the two other departments. 
In order to place it beyond reach and even 
above suspicion of any such influence the 
power t reduce their compensation 
is exp y withheld from Congress 
ane exce, d from thelr powers 


of legislation. ‘,.* Upon those grounds 1 
regard an act ot congress retaining in the 
Treasury a portion of the compensation of 
the judges as unconstitutional and void, and 
I should not have troubled you with this 
letter ff there was any way by which the 
question could be decided ina judicial pro- 
ceeding. But all the judges of the courts of 
the United states have an interest in the” 
question, and could not therefore undertake 
to decide it. Iam,however,unwiliing to have 
silence that I admit the 
right of the legislature to diminish in this, 
or any ether mode, the compensation of the 
judges When once fixed by the law; and my 
stlence would naturally, perhaps necessa- 
rily, be looked upon as acquiescence on my 
part in the power claimed and exercised 
under this act of Congress; and would de 
regarded as a precedent, establishing the 


Principles that the legislature may at its 


pleasure regulate the salaries of the judges 
of the courts of the United States and may 
reduce their compensation whenever Con- 
gress may think proper. 

Chief Justice Taney’s letter seems to have 
had effect, for after the war, when Hon. 
William A. Richardson, now Chief Justice of 
the Court of Claims, was the Secretary of the 
Treasmry, there was refunded the money 
which had been withheld fromthe salaries 
of the judiciary under the income tax.

CONSERVATIVE SENATORS. 


Gorman Leads a Forlorn Hope in the In- 
terest of Protectionists. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The only se- 
rious opposition to the passage of the Wilson 
bill by the Senate will come from a small 
number of Democrats, who, under the guise 
of conservatism, hope to bring about such 
changes inthe measure as wiil conform to 
the desires of the protection interests. This 
element is led by Senator Gorman of Mary: 
land. The ‘*conservatives’’ in the Senate, 
as the lines are now drawn, cannot number 
more than seventeen. Mr. Gorman and his 
colleague lead off in the interest of a duty on 


coal. The Louisiana Senators follow in the 
interest of sugar. The Alabama Senators, 
the Senators from West Virginia and the two 
from Virginia favora duty oncoal. The New 
Jersey Senators andthe New York Senators 
are quoted as favoring changes in the manu- 
factures schedule. Mr. White of California 
favors wool and sugar, Mr. Colquitt of 
Georgia sympathizes with the fight for coal, 
and Mr. Ransom of North Carolina, with no 
particular ground o. omplaint, is so devoted 
a follower of Mr. Gorman that he will sup- 
port the conservative“ programme for the 
simple reason that the Maryland Senator 
proposes it. 

This is the full list, and, however willing 
these men may be to exchange favors among 
themselves, the friends of coal voting for a 
sugar tax and the friends of sugar voting for 
ataxon coal, before they can hope to ac- 
complish anything they must win votes from 
that larger contingent of the party in the 
Senate that is altowether unselfish in its ad- 
vocacy ot tariff reform.

IONG AND SHORT HAUL. 


Early Decision Expected on Its Applica- 
tion to Transcontinental Roads. 


WASHINGTON. D. U., Feb. 8.—An early de- 
cision is expected from Second Comptrolle 
Mansur on the question now before him con- 
cerning the application of the long and short 
haul clause of the interstate commerce act 
tothe freight shipments on the transcon- 
tinental roads. The specific cases now before 
the Comptroller involve shipments for the 
army between interior points of the United 


States for which a greater proportionate 
charge was made than on similar shipments 
to the Pacific Coast; the difference as alleged 
by the companies being on account of the 
water competition which is favorable to 
coast cities. 

The railroad companies involved in the 
cases are the Southern Pacific ana the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe. Being government 
aided roads, their accounts for freight ship- 
ments come before the second comptroller 
before they are finally allowed by the Treas- 
ury Department. 

The Comptroller has heard several argu- 
ments on the question by the attorneys of 
the roads interested, who have held that the 
long and shorthaul clauses of theact were 
as applicable to the Government as to indi- 
viduals, subject tothe limitations that the 
rates must be fair and reasonable. 


WILL OPPOSE THE BILL. 


Attitude of the Silver Republican Sena- 
tors on the Tarifi. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The possible 
attitude of the silver Republicans with refer- 
ence to the tariff bill has been the theme of 
considerable talk about the Senate since the 
Wilson bill reached that body. Inquiry de- 
velops the fact. that they will without ex- 
ception oppose the bill. This they wil 
do for two reasons. They are 


protectionists in principle, and some of them 
think that if the tariff could be allowed to re- 
main as at present it would be in the interest 
ofsilver. They argue that if the tariff is 
changed, and the bard times continue many 
will be disposed to find in this change the 
cause of depression; whereas, if the tariff is 
allowed to remain as it is and the times do 
not improve, it will at once become apparent 
that the tariff had not caused the dullness of 
trade, and people may be led to believe, it 
was due to the scarcity of money. 

While, however, the silver Republican 
Senators will oppose the bill, will vote 
against it, and willmake special efforts to 
defeat the clauses bearing upon the special 
interests of their respective States, it ig 
probable that some of them will not ald 
their Republican colleagues in securing delay 
upon the passage of the Dill. 


American Breadstuffs in England. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—George F. Parker, 
Consul at Birmingham, has sent tothe State 
Department an exhaustive report on Ameri- 
can wheat and flour trade in the English mid- 


lands. He estimates the increase in amount 
of flour received from the United States in 
four years at 79.1 per cent. : 
He says: ‘‘Nothing seems more completely 
established than the dependence of the peo- 
le of Great Britain uponthe United states 
or a considerable amount of breadstuffs,and 
this dependence is far more likely to increase 
than diminish.’’.

Will the President and Supreme Court 
5 J Be Exempt? 


| 


RESULT OF RECENT INQUIRY ON THAT 
INTERESTING POINT. 


Information S Far Gleaned Indicates 
the Salaries of the Chief Executive and 
Eupreme Jadges Cannot Be Taxed—A 
Cerefully Prepared Opinion by Chief 
Jastice Tahey Delivered in 1863—The 
Judiciary Independent of Congress— 
Washington Gossip. 


Wasninctror, Feb. 8.—One clause of the 
Federal consfitution provides that the com- 
pensation ofthe justices of the United States 
Supreme Court shall not be diminished dur- 
ing their tefms of office. The constitution 
also declare} that the President's compensa- 
tion shall aot be increased or diminished 
during his term. 

In view of these constitutional provisions 
an inquiry has arisen as to the power of 
Congress te make an income tax applicable 
to these high officers of the Government. 

. The inquiry into tifls question has developed 

_gome interesting information, the tenor of 
which isthat the President and judiciary 
would beexempt from paying the tax. 

On Feb. 16, 1863, Chief Justice Taney of the 
supreme Court wrote a carefully prepared 
letter to Seeretary Chase relative to the in- 
come war tax. This letter is on fle among 
the records ofthe Clerk’s office of the Su- 
preme Court. The Chief Justice called at- 
tention tothe clause of the constitution re- 
ferred to and said of the income tax: 

„The act in question, as you interpret it, 
diminishes the compensation of every Judge 
Sper cent, and it it can be diminished to 
that extent in the name of a tax it may in 
the same way be reduced from t: me to time 
at the pleasure of the legislature. Ihe Ju- 
diciary is one of the three great departments 
of the Government created and established 
by the Constitution. Its duties and powers 
are specifically set forth and are of achar- 
acter that requires it to be perfectly inde- 
pendendent of the two other departments. 
In order to place it beyond reach and even 
above suspicion of any suc) influence the 
power t. reduce their compensation 
is exp. * withheld from Congress 
ané exce, 4 from their powers 
of legislation. \.* * Upon those grounds 1 
regard an act of Congress retaining in the 
Treasury a portion of the compensation of 
the judges as unconstitational and void, and 
I should not have troubled you with this 
letter ff there was any way by which the 
question could be decided ina judicial pro- 
ceeding. But all the judges of the courts of 
the United states have an interest in the 
question, and could not therefore undertake 
to decide it. Iam,however,unwilling to have 
it inferred from = J silence that I admit the 
right of the legislature to diminish in this, 
or any ether mode, the compensation of the 
judges when once fixed by the law; and my 
silence would naturally, perhaps necessa- 
rily, be looked upon as acquiescence on my 
part in the power claimed and exercised 
under this act of Congress; and would de 
regarded as a precedent, establishing the 
principles that the legislature may at its 
pleasure regulate the salaries of the judges 
of the courts of the United States and may 
reduce their compensation whenever Con- 
gress may think proper.“ 

Chief Justice Taney’s letter seems to have 
had effect, for after the war, when Hon. 
William A. Richardson, now Chief Justice of 
the Court of Claims, was the Secretary of the 
Yreasmry, there was refunded the money 
which had been withheld fromthe salaries 
of the judiciary under the income tax. 
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CONSERVATIVE SENATORS. 


Gorman Leads a Forlorn Hope in the In- 
terest of Protectionists. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The only se 
rious opposition to the passage of the Wilson 
bill by the Senate will come from a small 
number of Democrats, who, under the guise 
of conservatism, hope to bring about such 
changes inthe measure as will conform to 
the desires of the protection interests. This 
element is led by Senator Gorman of Mary- 
land. The ‘*conservatives’’ in the Senate 
as the lines are now drawn, cannot numbe, 
more than seventeen. Mr. Gorman and his 
colleague lead off in the interest of a duty on 


coal. The Louisiana Senators follow in the 

interest of sugar. The Alabama Senators, 

the Senators from West Virginia and the two 

from Virginia favora duty oncoal. The New 

Jersey Senators andthe New York Senators 

are quoted as favoring changes in the manu- 

factures schedule. Mr. White of Californias 
favors wool and sugar, Mr. Colquitt of 

Georgia sympathizes with the fight for coal, 

and Mr. Ransom of North Carolina, witb no 

particular ground of complaint, is so devoted 

a follower of Mr. Gorman that he will sup- 

port the conservative“ programme for the 
simple reason that the Maryland senator 
proposes it. 

This is the full list, and, however willing 
these men may be to exchange favors among 
themselves, the friends of coal voting fora 
sugar tax and the friends of sugar voting for 
ataxon coal, before they can hope to ac- 
complish anything they must win votes from 
that larger contingent of the party in the 
Senate that is altogether unselfish in its ad- 
vocacy ot tariff reform. In this contingent 
are some of the strongest men in the Senate— 
Messrs. Mills and Coke of Texas, Gray of 
Delaware, Vilas and Mitchell of Wisconsin, 
Vest and Cockrell of Missouri, Palmer of 
illinois, Gordon of Georgia, Vance of North 
Oarolina, Jones and ae i of Arkansas, 
Lincsay and Blackburn of Kentucky, Harris 
and Bate of Tennessee, Butier and Irby of 
South Carolina, Call and Pasco of Florida, 
George of Mississippi, Brice of Ohio, Martin 
of Kunsas and Roach of North Dakota. These 
men are all committed to revenue reform 
without regard to local influences and inter- 
ests, and, it is believed, will, under the 
ag ressive and uncompromising leadership 
of Milis, Gray, Vilas, Vest and Jones, succeed 
infolling the attempt of Mr. Gorman to 
change the free list of the Wilson bill and 
throw out the income tax in favor of a tax 
on sugar.

LONG 


Early Decision Expected on Its Applica- 
tion to Transcontinental Roads. 
WASHINGTON. D. U., Feb. 8.—An early de- 
cision is expected from Second Comptrolle 
Mansur on the question now before him con- 
cerning the application of the long and short 
haul clause of the interstate commerce act 
tothe freight shipments on the transcon- 
tinental roads. The specific cases now before 
the Comptroller involve shipments for the 
army between interior points of the United 
| States for which a greater proportionate 


charge was madethanon similar shipments 
to the Pacific Coast; the difference as alleged 
by the companies being on account of the 
water competition which is favorable to 
coast cities. 

The railroad companies involved in the 
cases are the Southern Pacific and the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe. Being government 
aided roads, their accounts for freight ship- 
ments come before the second comptroller 
before they are finally allowed by the Treas- 
ury Department. 

The Comptroller has heard several argu- 
ments on the question by the attorneys of 
the roads interested, who have held that the 
long and shorthaul clauses of the act were 
as applicable to the Government as to indi- 
viduals, subject tothe limitations that the 
rates must be fair and reasonable. 


WILL OPPOSE THE BILL. 


Attitude of the Silver Republican Sena- 
tors on the Tarift. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The possible 
attitude of the silver Republicans with refer- 
ence to the tariff billhas been the theme of 
considerable talk about the Senate since the 
Wilson bill reached that body. . Inquiry de- 
velops the fact that they will without ex- 
ception oppose the bill. This they VIII 
do for two reasons. They are 
protectionists in principle, and some of them 
think that if the tariff could be allowed to re- 
main as at present it would be in the interest 
ofsiiver. They argue that if the tariff is 
changed, and the hard times continue many 
will be disposed to find in this change the 
cause of depression; whereas, if the tariff is 
allowed to remain as it is and the times do 
not improve, it will at once become apparent 
that the tariff had not caused the duliness of 
trade, and people may be led to bDbelleve, it 
was due to the scarcity of money. 

While, however, the silver Republican 
Senators will oppose the will vote 
against it, and will make special efforts to 
defeat the clauses bearing upon the special 
interests of their respective States, it is 
probable that some of them will not ald 
their Republican colleagues in securing delay 
upon the passage of the bill. 


American Breadstuffs in England. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—George F. Parker, 
Consul at Birmingham, has sent tothe State 
Department an exhaustive report on Ameri- 
can wheat and flour trade in the English mid- 
lands. He estimates the increase in amount 
of flour received from the United States in 
four years at 79.1 per cent. 

He says: ‘‘Nothing seems more completely 
established than the dependence of the peo- 
le of Great Britain uponthe United states 
or a considerable amount of bDreadstuffs,and 
this dependence is far more likely to increase 
than diminish.’’

In 
this swarthy company sits the chief, Kila- 
lulu, whose plaster cast is preserved in the 
Smithsonian Institution as typify ing great 
physical perfection. 

1here is also seen an extremely pretty 
dancing girl from the Hungarian cafe. Her 
beauty and grace were most attractive when 
contrasted with the contortions of the Orien- 
tal performers. 

It should be borne in mind that outside of 
the principal individuals described as being 
represented in the views, there is also seen 
in each a wealth of detall which is both ex- 
tremely interesting and instructive as mir- 
roring the dress and appearance of the 
dwellers in the gorgeous East. 

No. 11 will be found, on this account, to be 
extremely rich in material for both study 
and amusement. ‘ 

Next are pictared some Dahomeyans who 
came to Americain May under the guidance 
of an eccentric white-hatted Frenchman 
whom they used to bear to and from the Ad- 
ministration Building in a hammock-like 
conveyance which excited much attention, 
Everyone wiilremember the tall Algerian 
next pictured—he who made merry the sum- 
mer long in front of the theater devoted to 
the typical amusements of his country. 

Then comes a Persian swordsman and 
dancer who, when bad luck Defell his coun- 
trymen with whom he had journeyed hither, 
betook himselfto the beauty show and there 
performed asan oriental dancer, making a 
very graceful and pleasing appearance. 

One next sees a Bedcuin woman of the 
desert, whose rich apparel and jewels pro- 
claim her to be one ot the highest classes of 
Syrians, whose nomad life has not deprived 
them of certain evidences of civilization, 
marked by native dignity. 
Two other views in No. 11 are also devoted 
to the Bedouins, ene showing a chief and his 
family and the other picturing an interesting 
feminine of the hardy, dextrous and quick- 
witted race. 

Afterwards there is shown a portrait of a 
Hindoo juggler. He was one of several who 
had their little house in a conspicuous posi- 
tion at the northern entrauce to the street 
from the railway viaduct. 

Then is shown the Chinese beauty who was 
chosen to represent the Flowery Kingdom in 
the so-called Congress of beauty. Though 
much ogied by the passing visitors, she paid 
them scant attention but forthe most part 
dozed the hours away. 

A companion picture is that of a man who 
impersonated a woman onthe stage of the 
Chinese theater, the play in which he ap- 
peared being called „The God of Heaven. 

All will remember either from personal 
survey or from itemsin the public print, the 
notorious ifnot celebrated danse du ventre 
which was always on the point of bein 
tabooed, but which managed tosquirm an 
wriggle through the entire period of the Fair 
to the great profit of its projectors. Oneof 
the most attractive of these dancers is shown | 
in the view.

THE FRANCIS BLUNDER. 


Before the announcement of the purpose 
of ex-Gov. Francis to ‘‘fix’’ Senators Vest 
and Cockrell for the President's use by a 
deal in patronage, there was no reason for 
assuming that the Missouri Senators would 
not or should not vote for the confirmation 
of Peckham. If they did not intend 
to vote for Peckham there was no reason 
that all legitimate arguments and influ- 
ences of the strongest nature should not 
be used and have full weight to gain their 
support for the President’s nominee. 

But the spectacular interference of ex- 
Gove Francis has wrought a complete 
change in the situation. It was announced 
with a flourish of trumpets that he 
had gone to Washington to settle 
the differences of the President 
and the Missouri Senators on 
the basis of mutual benefit. It was pub- 
licly advertised that he would act as the 
agent of the President for the purchase 
of the votes of Senators Vest and 
Cockrell with friendly appointments. 
The President’s intention to buy their 
votes was heralded abroad. The nomina- 
tion of John R. Walker, the brother-in- 
law of Cockrell, and of Gen. Jo Shelby, the 
friend of Senator Vest, was advertised as 
the agreed purchase price of their votes 
and asthe President’s performance of his 
part of the transaction. Every move in 
the deal has been widely advertised. 

In view of the publicity of this alleged 
deal, if the Missouri Senators now vote 
for Peckham, whether they previously in- 
tended to do so or not, they subject them- 


selves to the imputation of a bar- 
gain and sale. The advertisement 
of the Francis deal renders it im- 


possible for them to vote for Peckham, 
no matter what their motives, without in- 
curring the obloquy of having sold their 
votes fora mess of patronage pottage. 
The strongest considerations of self-re- 
spect and personal interest urge them to 
a public repudiation of the transaction. 
The President is placed in a worse posi- 
tion by the Francis deal than the Missouri 
Senators. Heis irretrievably compromised. 
Whether he succeeds or fails in securing 
the votes of Senators Vest and Cockrell 
he is placed in the light of deliberately 
using the executive power of appointment 
to bribe legislators into acquiescence with 
his will. He has laid himself open toa 
scornful rebuke for the abuse of the pat- 
ronage and the violation of constitutional 
principles. 

If ex-Gov. Francis had interfered with 
malicious intent he could not have done 
anything worse forthe President, worse 
forthe Senators of his State or worse for 
his party.

BUSINESS IN POLITICS. 


The indignation aroused in some quar- 
ters by the Senate Finance Committee’s 
refusal to grant hearings to protected 
manufacturers, emphasizes once more the 
necessity of getting business out of poli- 
tics, of decreeing an absolute divorce be- 
tween them. 

A hearing to be impartial must be open 
to both sides, but it is a notorious fact that 
in cases like this only those who have 
something directly at stake can take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered. The 
capitalist, whose wealth is to be artificially 
swelled by the amount of protection 
granted, is always on hand either in per- 
son or by agent, but the consumer who 
must pay the law-made profits, cannot in 
the nature of things present his case with 
adequate zeal and force. Only direct, 
measurable personal interest will prompt 
a man to go to Washington and plead his 
cause. The action of the Finance Com- 
mittee is right and impartial. If private 
ends are to be promoted by legislation let 
them be advocated openly on the floor of 
Congress. 

It cannot be said that large private in- 
terests lack for advocates in either House. 
They were so strong in 1890 that the Mc- 
Kinley bill was put through without any 
debate worth the name. The monopolists 
had been heard in committee, their profits 
insured and augmented and the consumer 
whistled fora hearing. Inthe Senate to- 
day there are several representatives of 
interests protected by governmental fa- 
vor who will not let their clients’ case 
fail for want of zeal “on their part. They 
will see to it that the most is made of it, 
They are in the Senate for *‘business’’ 
purposes, and they are good business men. 

The popular theory in vogue several 
decades ago that a legislator represents, 
not special, but general interests, is not 
recognized by these gentlemen, and if 
their attention were called to it they 
would Mob say that it was not busi- 
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{not from their point of view, but unless

The intention of the managers and of all 
who contribute to organized charities is 
good. They supply the means of doing a 
vast amount of charitable work which 
would not otherwise be done. But the in- 
tention of their promoters and supporters is 
defeated and their trust is betrayed when 
those charged with conducting the chari- 
ties turn them into mere detective agencies 
for the ferreting out of evidence against 
applicants. Charity is mocked when its 
dole is embittered by needless suspicion, 
the insolence of petty authority and the 
inhumanity of unnecessary delay. It is 
not necessary to treat every poor person as 
a swindler and to drive honest helpless- 
ness to starvation in order to prevent an 
unworthy person from reaping some bene- 
fit from charity. It is a great wrong to 
the honest applicant and charitable giver. 
Promptness and courtesy are the essential 
elements of true charity. 

We are assured that it is only necessary 
to call the attention of the excellent men 
and women who control the organized 
charities of St. Louis to these complaints 
to secure immediate correction of the 
wrongsin question. Those who intrust 
their charitable work to agents should in- 
sist that it be performed in the kindly 
spirit which is the essential quality of all 
true and efficient charity.

elt aboundsin quotable paragraphs,’’ 
says an Eastern protection journal, laud- 
ing Mr. Reed’s closing speech in the 
House. And then this enthusiastic organ 
proceeds to quote some of these abounding 
quotable paragraphs. The first one is as 
follows: ; 

On no trackſbas future will we ‘venture un- 
less the prospect of increased happiness is 
large enough to justify risk and exposure. 

Was Mr. Reed venturing on no trackless 
future when he forced the McKinley bill, 
written by selfish and interested persons. 
through the House? When he was work- 
ing for this scheme of robbery, did he an- 
ticipate the overwhelming rebuke at the 
polls that followed the reckless and dis- 
honest legislation of 1890? Did that in- 
crease his happiness? 

The second quotable paragraph reads: 

When certain manufacturers want free 
trade, they have secured a large foundation 
trade, along with a desire for foreign wages 
for their workingmen. 

That is to say, all the manufacturers who 
don’t want free trade freely contribute 
large sums to political campaign funds 
merely to save their men from foreign 
wages. This being the case, all trades 
unions may as well adjourn sine die. 
Their employers will see that wages are 
keptup. No mills will be closed by com- 
bines, and all things will proceed in the 
loveliest manner. 

Mr. Reed’s third quotable paragraph 
says: 

Let us not divide our magnificent market 


on the chance of getting the markets of the 
world. 


Our magnificent market is the market 
that brings farmers 50 cents a bushel for 
wheat and makes fuel of theircorn. It is 
the market in which farmers buy dear and 
sell cheap. 

Mr. Reed’s fourth brilliant ‘‘quotable’’ 
reads: 

What country is going to surrender the 
markets of the world to us? 

He might as well have said: It is im- 
possible for us to compete with any other 
country for the markets of the world. We 
are every way inferior to other na- 
tions, and it 1s useless for us to try to keep 
store so long as they too have goods to 
sell. 

The sixth crusher to free traders comes 
from Mr. Reed in this shape: 


If you will give me all that capital has 
made by railroads, an unprotected industry, 
I will give you all that capitalhas made on 
factories. 


Does Mr. Reed mean by this that in- 
dustries that are unprotected are as profit- 
able as those which are protected, and 
that therefore protection is useless? 

The last of these quoted paragraphs 
reads; 

It often happens that men wil) begin man- 
‘ufacturing under a tarif? that does not raise 
prices, because they know such a terif will 
prevent them from going down. 

But when high-tariff spell-binders on 
every stump have assured the people that 
the tariff has cheapened everything—not 
even allowing a cent for improved ma- 
chinery—what man would be so foolish as 
to begin manufacturing in the belief that 
prices would not go down? 

How Mr. Reed is to convince any one in 
these *‘quotable paragraphs”? it is difficult 
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Tun ution sustaining Mr. 
Cleveland’s Hawaiian policy, which passed 
the House yesterday, would be more intel- 
ligible it anybody could define that pol- 
icy. Something more than a desire to do 
the right thing is needed to make 
a good .policy. There must also 
be a practical way formulated and a reso- 
lute will to accomplish the desired object. 
Those three elements are absolutely neces- 
sary, but Mr. Cleveland has only the frst. 
The consequence is he made some reputa- 
tion .as a theoretical moralist, and did 
do humanity a good turn in setting 
up human right rather than brute 
might as a guiding principle in our 
dealings with weak nations. But as he 
had no fixed plan to carry out his ideas, 
and was wholly destitute of the power to 
do so, he succeeded only in making him- 
self ridiculous. 
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MR. McMatTH’s sentimefits on the sub- 
ject of municipal subways commend them- 
selves to common sense. If, says he, a 
private individual without money can se- 
cure a franchise from the city, and can 
then take that bare franchise into a money 
market and raise the funds with 
which to carry out the project 
authorized, I don’t see why the 
city cannot do the same thing.’’

W. E. Gillam, proprietor of the Hotel Em- 
dry, and living at 2824 Dayton street, was the 
first witness called. He swore to the excel- 
'  Jent moral character of his hostelry. He 
conducted, he said, a family hotel on proper 
principles, which he claimed was above re- 
_ proach, Not every application for accom. 
modattons, he claimed, was taken in, only 
_-‘ SRose perfectly respectable being admitted. 
 Mmnie Simon of 1303 Market street caused 
malt sensation by swearing that Sundberg | 
had attempted to persuade her to testity 


his wife with another man at a 

ressmaker’s establishment. She 

@enied this, whereupon, she alleged, Suna- 
berg tried to persuade her to come to court 
and testify fur him that she had. She gave 

Mrs, Sundberg an excellent character and 
said that she had frequentiy overheard Mr. 

Sundberg calling her vile names and abusing 


her. 

‘ AGAINST HER SISTER. 

Helena Pricsson, a sister of Mrs. Sundberg, 
was called in the defendant’s behalf and 
somewhat angered thé latter’s lawyers by 
“testifying in favor of the\plaintiff. Quarrels 
between the two, she said, were 
frequent, and both were to 
blame. She swore to accompanying Mrs. 
Sundberg to the South Side race track where 
she would gamble onthe races. Her sister, 
she said, frequently met Phil Emphy there 
and would talk to him. In reply toa ques- 
tion she said that her sister would always 
accompany her home. 

DEFEXKDANT ON THE STAND, 
Sundberg, the defendant, followed 
She denied generally and cate- 
gorically the allegations of her husband 
against her reputation for chastity. She ad- 


itted going to the races and betting on 
orses, Dut she denied having flirted with 
She testified that she 
once before instituted a 
divorce suit against her husband, 
Dut bad abandoned it on his promise to ac- 
cord her better treatment and to pay her 
$1,000. He had never paid her a dollar of 
this money. On the other hand he had bor- 
rowed of her, in small sums, a total of $350, 
which he spent on his firm and had never 
Id any of that money back. He 
Bad compelied her/fo buy second-hand 
clothing to fi u for their 
children; and he had introduced strange 
men to her, sayingtothem in the presence 
of several gzirls,teat they could enjoy certain 
rivile with her, but that their unlawful re 
tions st not be carried on in that house. 
Mrs. Sundberg retold the story of her hus- 
band’s attempts to drop love powders in her 
coffee, and her refusal tu permit it. She 
did not know that the powders contained 
ison, but their contents were unknown 
o ber, and that was enough. 
Mrs. Sundberg was on the stand when court 
adjourned for dinner. 
AFTER THE RECESS. , 
Mrs. Sundberg returned tothe Court room 
at 1:45, and drew Attorney McManus 
aside for an understanding as 


to her most important testimony 
on which depended the overthrow of the 
Hotel Emery story. Resuming her place on 
the witness stand, she told how she 
came to visit that house. It 
was the hope of the defense to 
prove by her that in going there she simply 
walked into a 9 5 set by her husband; that 
on receiving the letter inviting her there she 
went out of motives of innocent curiosity. 

She rented the room at the Arlington Hotel 
that she could have comfortable quarters 
and because her husband caused her 
shame before the lodgers.

STABBED IN HIS BED. 


Godfrey Conde’s Murdereus Assault on 
Philip A. Raff. 


A warrant for assault with intent to kill 
was sworn out this morning against Godfrey 
Conde, who stabbed Philip A. Ruff last night 
while the latter was in his bed at 819 South 
Ninth street, 

Ruff is a salesman of the Perry Pie Co. at 
823 South Ninth street and is a 
sober, industrious fellow.

The intruder without so 
much as a word plunged the blade into Ruff’s 
left side and made his escape. 

The wounded man at first tried to stop the 
flow of blood himself, but finding himself 
growing weaker, he dressed and went to the 
City Dispensary.
